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Tonight’s play is about vaudeville and burlesque, two aspects of the American theatre which 
flourished from the late eighteen hundreds until the outbreak of World War II. Great rivalry 
existed between vaudeville and burlesque players. Vaudeville was made up of highly talented 
artists who presented a variety of acts. Such stars as Will Rogers, Fanney Brice, the Dolly 
Sisters, and Eddie Canter were vaudeville headliners. Burlesque houses, on the other hand, 
offered stand up comics and girls who undulated about the stage in gossamer costumes 
adorned with an ample supply of glittering sequins. Vaudeville players considered themselves 
above playing burlesque houses until a tall, beautiful, talented, and unemployed young 
woman walked onto the stage of a vaudeville house one night in Cincinnati. She sang a song 
called “Let Me Entertain You,’’ threw the audience a glove, did some sophisticated dips and 
launched one of the most remarkable careers in American show business. That young woman, 
who was to become one of the most applauded, toasted, and sought after performers of the 
twentieth century was Miss Gypsy Rose Lee. Tonight the ECJC Players recreate for you her 
meteoric rise to fame. So, let them entertain you; let them make you smile; and if you’re real 
good-, they’ll make you feel good, and we’ll all have a real good time.
